It was just after 1 o’clock when the com- 
mittees from the city council and the 
board of directors of the exposition pre- 
pared to board cars for the city limits 
where the Liberty bell was to be met.

All this, amid the steady booming of the 
cannon, fired by trained men, made the 
scene one long to be remembered. 

Atlanta Meets Philadelphia. 

“That's Mayor King,’ said a member 
of the Phiiadelphia delegation when the 
train came to a quick stop amid a cloud 
of following dust. 

Mayor Warwick, standing at the head 
of the steps that led up to the platform 
of the bell, gave a responsive affirmative 
nod and a moment later Mayor King, all 
dignity thrown’ aside in the enthusiasm 
of the moment, clambered: up schoolboy 
fashion and with the barest of introduc- 
tion gave Mayor Warwick’s hand a hearty 
and cordial grasp. 

Ii was thus Atlanta greeted Philadel- 


phia, 
They Meet and Mingle. 

And then the Philadelphians of the At- 
lanta party joined Mayor King and soon 
the members of both delegations were 
made acquaintea and were talking away 
at a furious rate The liberty bell, se- 
rene in the midst, gave a silent assent to 
all the expressions of good feelings and it 
was an occasion for jollification. The 
great new flags were unfurled and put in 
place so that the car would be given a 
holiday appearance in reality. 

Yet, during the excitement of the mo- 
ment, the noble four stood on guard to 
watch over the bell.

The bell is here. It came through as a 
conquering hero, Everywhere, at every lit- 
tle station, it was received with enthusiasm 
never given to king or conqueror. 

From Chattanooga to Atlanta it was a 
triumphal march. And in Atlanta! The man 
does not live who has ever seen an ovation 
given to anything equaling that to the 
Liberty bell yesterday. From the edge of 
the city, miles out, to the union depot men 
women and children lined the route of the 
train, The top of every box car was crowd- 
ed, every window was filled, all available 
space along the track was crowded and 
enthusiastic gamins ran behind the train. 
Everybody shouted for joy, every whistle 
blew and the noise was a noise that can be 
made by none but the enthusiastic Geor- 
gian. 

And so it was everywhere, from Chatta- 
nooga to Atlanta, along a route where peo- 
ple live who can appreciate the meaning 
of liberty. 

The bell left Chattanooga at 7 o’clock 
yesterday morning. It had stood the pre- 
vious night on its flat car under the guard 
of that squad, the four Hercules policemen 
of America, who came from Philadelphia 
with it and who will guard it religiously 
until it. resumes its old resting place in 
Liberty hall. 

At 7 o'clock the train pulled out of Chat- 
tanooga. It consisted of four Pullman 
sleepers, a dining car, a combination Car, 
and the bell car attached to the rear. 

The bell car is a substantial flat car sur- 
rounded by a stout iron railing. In the cen- 
ter, hanging in a@ substantial frame, was 
the liberty bell, decorated profusely with 
flowers. On top of the frame is inscribed 
1776. Proclaim Liberty.’”’ On the outside 
of the car at one end was the word ‘“Phila- 
delphia,’’ on the other “Atlanta.” 

As the car drew out of Chattanooga, 
amid the cheering from the large crowd, 
Mayor Warwick stood by it. The four 
policemen occupied the four corners of the 
car and other members of the party stood 
about the bell.

The next stop was at Rome, where, next 
to the reception in Atlanta, the grandest 
Ovation of the route was given to the beil 

Everybody in Rome was at the station— 
all the military companies, the Confeder- 
ate veterans, the mayor and council and 
1,200 school childreh crowded about the bell 
car as it drew up to the station. There 
was great cheering for several minutes, 
during which Mayor Moore and a number 
of prominent citizens, including many la- 
dies, crowded upon the platform car. 

When the cheering ceased Mr. Montgom- 
ery Folsom, acting for the mayor, iniro- 
duced Mr. W. J. Neal to welcome the 
bell, which he did in terms of eloquence. 

“in benaif ot the city of Nome, and 
Speaking for her official representative,’ 
Said he, “1 give enthusiastic welcome to 
Liberty bell, as it touches our borders for 
& moment today. We rejoice il tue privi- 
lege of giving this brief but earnest and 
heartfelt expressivun of our love ana loyalty 
to this scarred and sacred embiem of our 
liberty. 

"When, in 1776, its call rang out from the 
tower of indepeudence hall in Philadeiphia, 
prociaiming ila clarion tones liberty 
througnoudt all the land and bidding den- 
ance to the oppressions of the mother 
country, the eciio of that earnest, urgent 
call was heard a thousand miles away in 
Georgia, and the great-great-grandsires of 
these children who cluster about this bell 
today heard that stirring call with eager 
and responsive hearts; and, catching up 
their rifies, pledged their lives, their for- 
tunes, and their sacred honor to the cause 
of freedom, 

“And these fathers have left deep-rooted 
in the hearts of their posterity that same 
unfailing love of liberty which burns as 
brightly in the south today as did the 
tires on Bunker Hill in 1776. And this morn- 
ing the city of Rome, the state of Georgia 
aud the land of Dixie greet this relic of 
a rich and glorious past with all the warm 
love of their ardent sons. 

“Look upon it today, my fellow citizens, 
and remember “that it stands for justice, 
liberty and equality; look upon it and re- 
call the sacred memories and glorious re- 
cords that cluster about it; look upon it 
and contemplate the heroic lives and his- 
teric deeds to which it has been witness: 


And, as we look upon it may we get a 


fresh baptism of freedom and reconsecrate 


fourselves to the cause of civil liberty. 


“Look upon it, boys and girls of Rome, 
and go back to your lessons to study afresh 


‘the story of devotion and self-sacrifice that 


made the lives of your ancestors glorious. 
Remember that in the presence of this bell 
Thomas Jefferson and his associates de- 
clared ‘These United colonies are, and of 
right ought to be, free and independent 
states." Remember that this bell was, wit- 
ness to that solemn compact whereby the 
representatives of the thirteen colonies, in 
convention assembled, formed a more per- 
fect union, established justice, insured do- 
mestic tranquility, provided for the com- 
mon defense, promoted the general welfare 
and secured the blessings of liberty to 
themselves and to us, their posterity. 

“Looking back over the century and 
more that has passed since those stirring 
days of the revolution we can today bear 
united testimony to thee, old bell, that the 
blessings of liberty have indeed been rich- 
ly vcuchsafed unto us. And, looking into 
the century to come, we, the loyal and pa- 
triotic children of the south, can and de 
most solemnly pledge yeu this day that we 
will promote and perpetuate among our- 
selves and to our posterity the rich inher- 
itance of lhverty and independence that has 
come to us through the services and sac- 
rifices of those who responded to the eall 
in the infant days of the now magnificent 
republic. 

“Fellow citizens of Pennsylvania, 
look today into the faces of your brethre: 
of the south who are America¥s, native- 
born. The old stock in its purity finas it: 
home in this land of the south. Sire and 
son for generations back are Anglo-Saxon. 
and Americans of the pure blood. The 
spirit of civil and religious liberty, the pa- 
triotic love of home and country and fidel- 
ity to the old flag and the old institutions 
are as strong in our heafts today as in 
yours. 

“Around this sacred shrine and at tiuis 
liberty-loving and consecrated altar, we 
greet you this day as Americans and as 
brothers, and standing on the threshold of 
Georgia we bid you cordial and unstinted 
welcome to our state and to the south. 
This is our year of jubilee, and because of 
your coming we have caused the trumpet 
of the jubilee to sound; and catching some- 
thing, I fancy, of the spirit that moved 
old Moses to issue, at the command of God, 
his proclamation from the base of Mount 
Sinai, we join with you and with this pre- 
cious heirloom of liberty, so jealously 
guarded and tende?ty loved by us all, in 
proclaiming liberty throughout all the land 
unto all the inhabitants thereof;-and may 
it be a jubilee unto you, and may you re- 
turn every man safely to his possessions 
and to his family, after having shared for 
a while the generous hospitality of the 
south.” 

Mayor Warwick responded in a warm, 
generous and eloquent speech addressed to 
all, including. the school children, in which 
he suggested that we should all keep and 
preserve the liberty which our fathers pro- 
claimed. 

Then Mayor Warwick called for a bright 
little baby Held in its nurse’s arms near the 
car. Taking it gently in his arms he sat 
the child upon the top of the bell. The 
crowd cheered lustily and the little one 
seemed to enjoy the novelty of her posi- 
tion, 

Then Mrs. M. A. Nevin, the regent of the 
Daughters of. the Revolution, escorted by 
Mrs. Rounsaville, decorated the bell with 
a wreath of beautiful flowers. This was 
followed by a procession past the bell by 
men, women and children, all of whom 
touched it and many of whom knelt and 
kissed the relic of liberty. 

From Rome down, at every station, the 
crowds had gathered, but there were no 
stops of more than a minute. Of its arri- 
val andereception here amid booming of 
cannon, the tooting of steam whistles and 
the shouting of thousands of patriotic 
Georgians the story is told elsewhere. 


MAYOR WARWICK DELIGHTED.

“T am not a rich man,” said Mayor War- 
wick, of Philadelphia, “but I would not 
have missed this tr'p for $5,000. 

“I never anticipated such an ovation as 
the one we received in Atlanta,”’ he contin- 
ued.

Indianapolis, Ind., October 8.—The repub- 
licans of Indianapolis suffered the heaviest 
deteat in the history of the city in the 
municipal election today. Fairly complete 
returns at 10 o’clock show that Thomas 
+aggart, democrat, is elected mayor by 
about 4,000 plurality, and the rest of the 
democratic ticket by about 3,200. 

Two years ago the republicans carried 
the city by 3,100 and last year the city 
went republican by 2,479 on the state ticket. 
This change of 6,500 in the result is ac- 
counted for by about 4,000 stay-at-nome re- 
publicans and from 1,200 to 1,500 republi- 
cans voting the democratic ticket.

Macon’s Finance Committee Hopes To 
patisfy the Bond Commission. 


Mayor Horne Appoints Registrars for 
the Approaching City Election. 
Military High Mass. 


Macon, Ga., October &—(Special.)—Messrs. 
T. L. Massenbry, Anderson W. Reese and 
Charles A. Elis have been Officially noti- 
fied of their appointment by Mayor 
Horne as registrars for the approaching 
city election. They will open the regis- 
tration books on the first Monday in No- 
vember.

STRIKE ON THE WORLD. 


All the Employes in the Mechanica] 
Departments Go Out at Midnight. 


New York, October 9.—Promptly at 12 
o’clock tonight the entire foree of com- 
positors, pressmen, stereotypers and other 
attaches of the mechanical departments of 
The New York Word went on a strike, 
causing consternation to the management, 
and at 12:45 work in the building is at a 
standstill. 

The strike appéars to be sympathetic 
with the employes of George R. Read, 
who has charge of the Pulitzer building 
and hires the elevator men, engineers and 
electricians. ‘ihe troubie started several 
weeks ago, when several elevator con- 
ductors struck on account of a reduction 
in their salaries from $12 to $19 a week. 
The trouble was apparently settled at the 
time, but since then there has been growl- 
ing among the other employes of Read, 
and they succeeded in enlisting the sym- 
pathy of the members of Bix Six and oth- 
er labor orgahizauons represented in the 
building. 

The engineers and electricians in The 
Weorld building who belong to labor unions 
assert that non-union men have been placed 
at work with a view of taking their places. 
The strike was started shortly after 12 
o’clock, when the engineers and clectri- 
cians, about fifteen in number, Teft the 
building. It was stated that non-union men 
were secured and hurriedly put in their 
places. When this fact became known it 
is said the compositors refused to work un- 
til they were removed and they were fol- 
lowed shortly afterward by the others. The 
management at once made endeavors to 
settie wie trouble and about 1 o’clock the 
men returned temporarily in order to ena- 
bie The World to get out its morning edi- 
tion. 

It was stated at 1:20 o’clock this morn- 
ing that the “compositors and other em- 
ployes of The World did not strike but 
were forced to quit work on account of the 
firemen and engineers stopping, which 
shut off the light and the power operating 
the typesetting machines.

‘ William Mahone, soldier and senator, 
was born near Monroe, Southampton coun- 
ty, Va., December ist, 1826. His parental 
ancestors’ were Irish. Both grandfathers 
served with distinction in the war of 1812, 
and his father, Fielding Jordan Mahone, 
was spoken of as “intuitively a mathema- 
tician and a soldier,” and commanded a 
militia regiment during the “‘Nat Turner 


insurrection.’ William’s early education 
was acquired largely under his father's 
supervision, with two years’ attendence 
at school. He was graduated from the 
Virginia Military Institute in 1847, taught 
for two years at the Rappahannock mili- 
tary academy, studied civil engineerilg, 
and finally became chief engineer and con- 
structor of the Norfolk and Petersburg 
railroad. At the outbreak of the civil war 
he joined the confederate army, was com- 
missioned lieutenant-colonel of Virginia 
volunteers.

| THE EPISCOPALIANS. 


The Meeting of the Convention Next 
Year May Be in Boston. , 

Minneapolis, Minn., October 8.—The cold 
weather effected a marked change in the 
attendance at the house of deputies this 
morning and it was after 10 o’clock before 
the session opened.’ After the preliminary 
formalities the committee on changes in 
the constitution submitted a report unfa- 
yvorable to the proposed amendment by 
which it was preposed to substitute the 
word “constitutions” for that of “iegisla- 
tion’’ and asked to be discharged. The re- 
port of the committee was adopted. 

Mr. Elliott, of the same committee, sub- 
mitted a report upon the resolution by 
Judge Fairbanks, the intent of which wag 
to authorize any diocese to set aside a part 
of its territory as a mission. ‘This report 
was alsu untavorable. Dr, Samuel Hart, 
custodian of the standard book of common 
prayer, submitted through Dr. liuntongdon 
a long printed report relating to the new 
standard and calling attention to several 
typographical inaccuracies. Among other 
statements contained in the report was one 
to the effect that 1,100,000 copies of the book 
had veen printed from the new staniard. 
A resolution adopted at the last general 
convention and providing that the name 
“assistant bishop’ be changed to “bishop 
coadjutor’ wherever it occurs in the 
prayerbook was brought up for final ac- 
tion and the same question is now before 
the house as a portion of the report of the 
}- revision committee and was placed on the 
calendar.

You can readily see that wo- 
men must necessarily have business ability 
to eonduct a great business concern repre- 
‘senting such vast interests. We are exclu- 
sively a woman’s organization from busi- 
-ness principles. The time was when it was 
thought that women did not live as long 
as men, and were considered risks for life 
benefit organizations. 
discovered that women, upon the average, 
live longer than men. 
discovery, women conceived the idea of or- 
ganizing a Life Benefit Association, com- 
posed entirely of women, not admitting 
men as members upon business principles 
as they are regarded as physical risks. I 
suppose the reason why women live longer 
than men is because women are not addict- 
ed to those small vices that men are addict- 
ed to, such as smoking, drinking, etc. 

“The order of the Ladies of the Macca- 
bees is the pioneer society, composed of 
and managed by women, offering life ben- 
cuts iw her sex, on the same nrinoivle 
that men have carried on similar socie- 
‘ties. While it is comparativaiy new—only 
‘about five years old—its growth and pop- 
ularity are marvelous. It furnishes women 
who have little means an opportunity of 
providing for their children and family in 
case of death at a comparatively small 
expense. The insurarce commissioner's 
report in Michigan shows a net gain in 
fraternal beneficiary societies nearly eight 
times that of both the old line and co- 
operative societies, demonstrating the fact 
that fraternal life benefits are the most 
desirable, because it is within the reach 
of the masses. 

“There is some opposition to fraternal 
<ocieties on the ground of their being se- 
eret orgafiizations. It is on the same prin- 
ciple that any society conducts its business 
through its members. The clerical work of 
the society is of interest only to those 
who are parties in the association. A 
family will gather around the fireside 
when the outside world is shut out and 
talk of their hopes and aspirations as 
they will not when strangers are with 
them. We know the step and rap of mem- 
bers of our family; so it is in fraternal 
families with a common interest. Mem- 
bers are known by the manner in which 
they approach the fraternal fireside. 

“Some one has said that fraternal soci- 
eties are narrow and selfish—in fact, I 
heard one of the greatest exponents of 
Christian sociology in this country say 
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that fraternal societies would not bring | 


about the sreat principle of the brother- 
hood of man. We believe that it will help 
bring into action the practicalities of this 
great principle, especially among women. 

‘Women have not had the advantages 
of personal ccntact with all classes of 
women as men have with their sex; hence 
they have grown selfish and lack the 
sympathy with women that do not move 
with their social class. Clubs and phi- 
janthropists have done a great deal to- 
ward developing women, but what is 
needed today is that personal contact of 
woman with woman to establish sympa- 
thy for and confidence in each other. It 
is ‘oo true that one half of the world 
does not know how the other half lives. 
Fraternities are establishing this sympa- 
thy and confidence of woman toward 
woman. They are also educational; they 
are developing the business ability of wo- 
men: they are educational as the result of 
personal contact by those who have had 
few advantages of associating with those 
who have been more favored. 

“There is a reflex infiuence felt by those 
who have given out from their storehouse 
of knowledge to help others that will make 
a lasting impression on their hearts for 
good. The principles of our order and the 
work of the lodgeroom tend to elevate 
thought and bring lives into a purer atmos- 
phere and inspire them to higher aspira- 
tions. if you could go with us to homes 
where the hand of fraternity has smoothed 
the fevered brow, cared for the dying and 
the dead and kept families together after 
the mother has been called home, or look- 
ed upon the old father and mother saved 
from the poorhouse by the life benefit 
provided for them by the daughter who

The Education of the Future. 

The ingeresting programme concluded 
with an address from Professor Helen L. 
Webster, read by Charlotte F. Dailey, 
of .Rhode Island. 

This was a highly interesting paper, 
coming as did from a prominent woman 
educator. Speaking of the education of 
the future, she said: 

“In the natural process of evolution the 
education of the future will be but the off- 
spring of that of today; just as the educa- 
tion of the present is distinguished from 
that of former times by its broader aims. 
its more intelligent methods, its persistent 
study of causes and effects in social prob- 
lems, its ever-increasing range of knowl- 
edge, and most of all by its constantly 
growing spirit of inclusiveness, s9 will the 
future education carry on suil iurther 
these already existing tendencies, and, per- 
chance, add new lines of development 
which we cannot now foresee. E iucation 
is both subjective and objective; ‘t de- 
pends upcn the receiver as well is the giv- 
er The capacity which a child brings 
with him into life is of even more impor- 
tance than the methods of instruction to 
which he is subjected after he gets here; 
the real beginnings of a child’s education 
are shaped generations before his birth, by 
the conditions of the socicty into which 
he is born; hence it is that any reai reform 
in education must strike down into the 
roots of the matter and strive to secure to 
every human being his divine right to be 
well born. The church and school have al- 
ways striven with praiseworthy devotion 
and zeal to lead the wicked into ways of 
right and truth, but it has been like sweep- 
ing back the waves of ocean; wave follows 
Wave continually, and there is never a luil; 
the refuse ot the sea is forever being cast 
upon the shore. Side by side with church 
and school, disease and crime have flour- 
ished. until at last it is certain that the 
remedy must be one of prevention; the re- 
production, generation after generation, of 
deep-seated moral and physical evils should 
be rendered impossible; an ounce of preven- 
The ques- 
tion raised in our day by educators, re- 
formers and scientific investigators, of 
what is to be done with-the uncivilizable 
elements of society, will doubtless be one 
of the great problems of future sociological 
study. Surely these classes should cease 
to be among the propagators of the race in 
order that a good beginning in life may 
be assured to every child that is born; it is 
the first and best right of every member 
of civilized society that there should Be se- 
cured to him the best mental and physical 
endowment that favorable conditions of 
birth can give. 

“Whether or not society performs this, 
its first great duty to the individual, it 
nevertheless is compelled to face its next 
great duty of educating to the best ad- 
vantage the possibilities that have been 
brought into being. 

“In speaking of the aims of the new edu- 
cation, my thought is not limited to the 
schools, technically so called; I have in 
mind also that great school, society. It is 
here, too, that broader aims are growing: 
that effort to become unselfish, to enlarge 
the range of thought, to improve the condi- 
tions of life for one’s self and others, is 
being ever more earnestly made. The in- 
dications of these tendencies are to be 
found in the theughtful literature of the 
day. in the special study and research re- 
corded in current journals and magazines, 
in the work of clubs and societies, in the 
growing demands for opportunities of edu- 
eation and in the energetic and efficient 
leaders in great and good causes. 

‘“‘Upon these larger aims of the new edu- 
cation may be based the hope of improve- 
ment in future methods. When facts begin 
to be regarded as the basis of the modus 


operandi, when causes begin to be intelli- | 


gently sought for. then there is ground for 
bcpe that right methods of securing de- 
sired results may be forthcoming, when a 
teacher begins to despair of success be- 
cause of his ignorance of child-nature. and 
accordingly sets himself to the thoughtful 
study of the specimens before him, then 
there is ground for hope that. the 
best way to reach thein will be 
found. The ignorart confidence that 
one way of dealing suffices for all alike—the 
machine-Hke routine that grinds out dozens 
at once and rushes them on to the next 
mill in order to make room for more—be- 
tokens inevitable failure. 

‘Whether the scientific study of the child 
will yield valuable practical results re- 
mains to be seen, yet one can but see 
promise of great good. This study is but 
a part of a greater one, which also prom- 
ises aid to educational methods; that is, 
the study of psvchology as a basis for 
pedagogic principles. 

“Whether the new science of psycho- 
phvsics will give us any new methods of 
building up mind and morals also remains 
to be seen, but we have grown too wise 
in our day of marvelous inventions, when 
even Darius Green is in danger of being 
outdone to smile incredulously even at 


| the proposition to create genius artificially. 


What a good day would be in store for 
teachers if mind could be manufactured 
and genius created in the classroom! 

“The spirit of modern education says: 
‘Education is not for one class, but for all 
classes.’ In accordance with this spirit we 
find in addition to the older institution of 
the public schools evening schools for the 
laboring classes whose days are spent in 
work, clubs for mental, moral and social 
improvement of women, college settlements 
which teach by example and friendly inter- 
course the cardinal virtues of cleanliness 
and thrift, to those whose surroundings 
discourage from these things, the uriversitv 
extension. which 
higher learning and the stimulus of ad- 
vanced instruction to all, including those 
who have passed beyond the years of 
school and college life—a class of students 
upon whom but little thought and no 
money have until guite recently been spent, 
while vast sums are yearly expended upon 
students of immature years; societies for 
home study and chata:iqua circles offer 
inspiration and encouragement to still an- 
other class and cheap editicns of sté 
works bring the best books within the 
range of all, These various expedients for 
making learning accessible to all classes 
testify to the growing largeness of spirit 
which would leave none outside the pale 
of educational opportunities. 

“One of the most important and gratify- 
ing results of this modern. spirit of in- 
clusiveness is its ‘inclusion’ of women with- 
in the widening circle of education. In 


colonia] time were striagen with a peculiar 
blindness, so that they did not see their 
girls at all when they thought about educa- 
tion; to them youth meant boys only and

How About This? 
Under the heading “A Strange Con- 
trast,’ Dun’s Review for October 5th 
proceeds to teil a few tales out of school. 
The editor has discovered that some- 
thing is wrong in prices—that there is 
an inequality about them unique in com- 
mercial history, and therefore difficult to 
account for. 
A feature of the past three months, 
which the editor labels as “striking,” is 
that during that time there has been the 
worst general range of prices ever 
known in this country. It 
membered that the goldbug organs and 
the cuckoos have been making’ a great 
ado* over what they cali “the rise in 
prices,” referring to the rise in cotton 
and cotton goods, in iron and steel pro- 
ducts, and in boots, shoes, leather and 
hides. 
The price of cotton has appreciated be- 
cause the experts estimate that the 
growing crop will fall below the aver- 
age—that is to say, that the demand for 
consumption will be greater than the 
supply. A rise in the prices of the other 
articles enumerated was thé inevitable 
result of any sort of demand. The iron 
and steel furnaces had been closed down 
and had no stock on hand; the boot and 
shoe factories had reduced production 
to the lowest limit. Under these circum- 
stances any increase in the demand was 
sure. 
With respect to the price of cotton, 
take the case of a small farmer. Last 
year he gathered six bales, sold them at 
an average of 5 cents and pocketed $180. 
This year he hasyeduced his crop so that 
he will gather about three bales. If he 
sells them at 8 cents, he will pocket $120. 
Thus, though the price has nearly doub- 
led, he will have less cash for trade than | 
he had last year, and he will find his 
clothing 10 per cent higher, his iron uten- 
sils 32 per cent higher and his boots and 
shoes 10 per cent higher. 
Taking this as an easy sum in mathe- 
matics, how much profit does the small 
farmer make out of the rise in cotton? 
The mathematical reader may figure it 
out to suit himself. 
Meanwhile, the prices of breadstufts 
declined over 20 per cent from the end of 
May to the end of August, prices of meat 
10 per cent and prices of dairy products, 
fruit and vegetables, 23 per cent. 
What sort of a showing is this for the 
producer—the farmer? If this is pros- 
perity, what would the goldbugs call ad- 
versity? The business prosperity of the 
south depends almost entirely on the 
money that is received here for the cot- 
ton crop: That prosperity depends not so 
much on the price of cotton as it does on 
the aquantity of money that is available 
for business purposes. If a short crop 
and higher prices bring no more money 
into the south than a big crop and low 
prices, how do high prices help busi- 
ness ? 
Business cannot be carried on without 
money. The more money, the more bus- 
iness: the less money, the less business. 
At 8 cents a pound the seven million 
crop will bring $60,000,000 less money | 
into the south than the big crop at 5 
cents a pound. 
It is well to look the situation fairly 
and squarely in the face. The south 
cannot be prosperous under the single 
gold standard.

According to The World’s correspond- 
ent, Mr. Terrell has ready admittance to 
the sultan’s presence and to his table, 
and his friendly relations with the tyrant 
are regarded as a scandal of which not 
only the Armenians but the English in 
Turkey are ashamed. 

It is to be hoped that this report will 
turn out to be unfounded. Of all eoun- 
tries in the world, America can least af- 
ford to be represented in Turkey by an 
official who hobnobs with the sultan and 
views with indifference the slaughter 
of his fellow Christians. The story is 
simply incredible, but if it turns out to 
be true, our minister should give place 
to a man who is better qualified for the 
present emergency. 

We hope to see our great republiatak- 
ing the lead in arousing the active indig- 
nation of the civilized world against the 
perpetrators of the outrages in Arme- 
hia and Constantinople, and we hope to 
see her take a hand with other nations in 
punishing the unspeakable Turk and 
making him take a back seat.

For over thir- 
ty years there was no further reference 
to the “unwritten law.” Only one presi- 
dent was re-elected, and he was assas- 
sinated. It came up again when Grant's 
friends urged his third renomination, but 
the politicians in his own party defeat- 
ed him. In 1875 the democratic house 
passed a resolution by 233 to 18 deciaring

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A Dead Issue. 

In anotlier coiumn wii be found an 
interesting correspondence between Gov- 
ernor Woodbury, of Vermont, and Mr. 
Lewis H. Pattillo, in regard to a recent 
editorial in The Sparta Ishmaelite. 

It will be seen that The Ishmaelite’s 
editorial was based, in part, upon a mis- 
quotation from Governor Woodbury’s 
speech at the Chattanooga reunion. Tak- 
ing the misquotation for his text, Editor 
Lewis branched out into a brief discus- 
sion of secession, claiming that the right 
still exists, and that it is nothing mere 
than the right of revolution. The Ver- 
mont governor in reply gives the con- 
federates due credit for sincerity, cour- 
age and great military achievements, but 
he declines to believe that a majority of 
them agree with The Ishmaelite. He 
believes that they are glad that peace 
came with the union saved, realizing that 
it is greatly to the advantage of the 
south to be a part of the Zreatest repub- 
lic in the world than to be a small re- 
publie with liability of dismemberment. 
In all kindness and sincerity, ahd with 
no desire to get into a eontroversy, the 
governor expresses the opinion that the 
judgment of the civilized world today is 
that the great conflict settled for all time 
the right of secession. 

The matter, of course. is not likely 
to stir up a controversy.. Editor Lewis 
is one of the brightest and cleverest of 
our Georgia journalists, but in his ef- 
fort to revive the dead issue of secession 
he speaks more for himself than for 
others. 

Well-informed students of history 

know that secession was an early politi- 
‘al doctrine, favored by Massachusetts 
in 1804, when she opposed the Louisiana 
purchase; favored by Governor Wood- 
bury’s own state when New England 
went into the Hartford convention and 
resolved that she had just cause for ex- 
ercising the right of the secession; favor- 
ed again by New England when she op- 
posed the annexation of Texas, and it 
is furthermore known that Webster ad- 
mitted the existence of this:right before 
and after his debate with Hayne. 
But the great majority of southerners 
agree with Governor Woodbury that the 
war practically settled the question, and 
they prefer to trust te the ballot box for 
the protection of their rights in the un- 
ion, without again resorting to the calam- 
itous experiment which brought so much 
misfortune and misery to them in the 
60's. Nor do they quibble over words, 
and say that the right’ of secession is 
simply the right of revolution. Such dis- 
cussions are untimely and cannot result 
in any possible good. Our people are 
like the governor of Vermont in desiring 
to avoid a controversy on the subject, 
and they argue with him that “life is 
too short not to forget and forgive.” The 
right of secession has its place in his- 
tory, but it has no place in the busy life 
of today as a political factor which any 
state or section thinks of exercising in 
even the remotest contingency. <A right 
which all admit would be destructive 
and suicidal to exercise is not worth talk- 
ing about.

| GEORGIA PRESS AND PEOPLE. 


Senator Jesse Mercer, who came up to at- 
tend the irrigation congress, was talking 
abeut the matters of importance which 
will, in all probability come before the leg- 
islature at its next session. ““You may ex- 
pect,” said he, ,‘a strong fight to be made 
by the anti-barroom element in the legisla- 
ture. The temperance people in the state 
have kept up a constant agitation ever 
since the legislature adjourned, and ry ad- 
vices are that they have their forces weil 
in hand. No, I do not think that a bill as 
extreme as the Bush bill wil! be adopted. 
| The exact status of the matter before the 
senate does not seem to be generally under- 
stood. As you know, Senator soyd is 
chairman of the temperance committee and 
he introduced in the senate the same bill 
that was introduced in the house by Mr. 
Bush. That bill was not, as I understand 
it, the work of either of the gentlemen, but 
was by some of the temperance people of 
the state. After I had read it I saw that 
it was too extreme and could not possibly 
pass the senate, and I drew up a substi- 
tute which was finally adopted by the sen- 
ate committee. The principal feature of 
that substitute was to prevent the drinking 
of whisky where it was sold, the object of 
that being to wipe out the barrooms and 
eliminate the temptation to young men so 
far as possible. That bill was reported to 
the senate and a day was set for its con- 
sideration. 

“Just before the hour when it was to 
come up as a special order Senator Boyd 
| came to me and said he did not think that 

it was possible to pass the bill through the 
senate at that time. I therefore moved 
that it be indefinitely postponed and that 
was the action of the senate. It is right 

where it can be taken up at uny time that 
| the senate so desires, and I believe that the 

fight will come on pretty early in the ses- 
sion. Ex-Senator Pringle, who is president 
of the temperance association, tells me 
that he believes they will be able to get 
through the Bush bill.

Gov- 
ernor—Anent your Chickamauga speech, 
here are the honest sentiments of ail true 
southern people, plainly expressed by a 
brave confederate soldier who is editing 
a weekly newspaper in middle Georgia.

What Mr. Pattillo Now Says. 


Mr. Lewis H. Pattillo, one of the princi- 
pals in the above correspondence, is a 
well-known young man about Atlanta—too 
young to have been a participant in the 
stormy scencs of the war. He has for 
the past year or two been engaged with 
the business department of The People’s 
Party Paper, the most prominent populist 
organ in the state. He was seen by a Coen- 
stitution reporter, who showed him the 
above correspondence. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Pattillo, “I wrote the 
letter to Governor Woodbury, though I see 
from an explanation afterwards made by 
the governor that the first report sent out 
from Chickamauga grossly misrepresent- 
ed his speech on that occasion. I sent 
Governcr Woodbury the clipping from The 
Istmaelite simply to show him that ail 
of us down south did not censure him for 
ths statement he was alleged to have made 
at Chickamauga. I admired his bravery 
and his honeaty. 

‘In his letter to me he disclaims to have 
made the statement accredited to him 
in the first reports of his speech.

WATER YOUR CROPS 


That !s the Advice of the Southern 
National Irrigation Congress, 


IRRIGATION MEANS MONEY 


The Congress Was Permanently Or- 
ganized Yesterday and Officers 
Were Elected. 


The coming of the Southern irrigation 
congress to Atlanta means a great deal 
for the south and southern farms. 

The work that has been undertaken by 
the congress is wide in scope, and if its 
plans are carried out as they are now in- 
tended to be, the result will be that as- 
sured crops are raised every year. The ir- 
rigation of farms, the saving of water

where it is not needed and its convey- 
ance to the places where it is needed 
is the work that the congress hopes to 
see accomplished. It will mean that the 
summer droughts will not affect the grow- 
ing corn and blossoming cotton, and the 
long wet spells of winter will be a good 
water supply instead of a disappointment 
to the tillers of the _ soil. 

The same plans that have been adopted 
by the members of the congress in session 
in Atlanta this week have been used to 
great advantage in other parts of the coun- 
and where the directions have 
been followed the results have been most 
beneficial. -Old red, sterile fields have been 
made to yield abundant crops, and a farm 
full of gullies and unseemly washes has 
been entirely redeemed by the work of 


irrigation. 


Some of the most prominent farmers of 


the country are in attendance upon the 


congress, and it is their purpose to see 
that every southern farmer is made ac- 
quainted with the benefits that are to 
be derived from the well-directed use of 
the water that flows at the foot of the 
hill.k The water must be lifted to the 
top of the hill and there remain in a 
reservoir especially constructed, and as 
the dry weather <omes on and the crop 
begins to wilt and the leaves crisp and 
turn, the water, with cool.ng effect, will 
be allowed to trickle down the furrows 
between the rows and refresh the crop. 

The men who compose the congress are 
all practical farmers, and they have given 
the system of irrigation their neartiest ap- 
proval. 

Yesterday’s Session. 

The Southern trr:gat.on congress met 
yesterday in the auditorium and was open- 
ed with prayer by Rev. T. R. Kendall, 
pastor of Grace street church. 

The minutes of the first day’s session 
were then read and approved, after which 
the election of permanent officers was en- 
tered into. Yesterday the president of the 
state commission, Dr. H. C. White, pre- 
sided as temporary chairman, but was 
compelled to vacate the chair, as he was 
called to attend a meeting at the state 
experiment farm at Griffin today. 

For permanent chairman the name of 
Dr. J. B. Hunnicutt, of Athens, was 
placed in nomination, and he was unani- 
mously elected president. Professor Hun- 
nicutt is now president of,the Mechan- 
ical and Agricultural college at Athens 
and is a man of vast experience in ag- 
ricultural lines. His life work has beer.

After the election of officers Was com- 
pleted and the permanent organization of 
the congress effected the programme as

Hon. C. R. Pringle, a most distinguished 
member of the congress, made an address 
on the preservation of the forests of the 
country. Mr. Pringle said that it was a 
necessity that the forests be preserved, 
for it was the forests that saved the low- 
lands from damaging overflows, and it 
was the rich soil from the roots of the 
trees that the waters were added to. 
His address was an able argument in be- 
half of the trees of the woods and was 
paid close attention by those who were 
present.

| was urrested at his former office on the 
corner of Hunter and Butler street, about 
8 o'clock yesterday morning, and carried 
to police headquarters. He was put in 2 
cell with his companion in trade, Tom Lee, 
and the two spent the day and last night 
together bemoaning their fate in unintel- 
ligible murmuriregs. 

Dr. Loy is an old man and in ill 
health.

Judge Murphy Is Very Cautious in 
His Rulings. 

San Francisco, October &.—The defense in 
the Durrant trial is rearing the close of its 
case. It will probably reach it this week. 
Today it made one of its strongest points 
in the introduction as a witness of C. T. 
Lenahanu, the young man who says ne vis- 
ited. Adolph Oppenheim'’s pawnshop and 
who, it is claimed by the defense, was mis- 
taken for Durrant by the pawnbroker. 
Lerahan testified today that he had gonc 
to the pawnshop and offered a band ring 
With a chip diamond similar to that worl 
by Blanche Lamont. He had a bricf ecca- 
versation with the pawnbroker similar 
to that said to have been had by Dur- 
rant. His ring was not accepted aiid he 
left the store, going in the same direction 
as that’‘said to have been taken by Dur- 
rant. Lerahan testified that his visit was 
on the afternoon of April 12th instead of on 
a morning between the 4th and 10th as tes- 
tifled to by Oppenheim and he met the 
pawnbroker at the door, whereas in the 
other case Oppenheim was seated inside 
the store reading when the customer en- 
tered. Lenahan was dressed as Durrant was 
said to have been when he visited the 
store. 

Another point of the defense was made 
by H. N. Marshal, a reporter, who testi- 
fied that on the day of the cGiscovery of 
Miss Lamont’s body Detective Gibson, who 
found it, told him that there were foot- 
prints of a No. 9 shoe on the top platfqrm 
of the church tower. This Gibson has al- 
ready denied on the stand. 

Judge Murphy, who presides, is very

Leonard Everett testified as to the time 
consumed in going over the route traversed 
by Mrs. Crozett on the afternoon of April 
3d, when she said she saw Durrant riding 
on a car toward the Emanuel church a 
short time before the murder in company 
with a young lady. His estimate of tne 
time differed from that of Mrs. Crozett by 
about six minutes.

WONG CHIN FOO HERE 


The Famous Chinese Interpreter Will 
Reside in Atlantt 


HE IS AN EX-NEWSPAPER MAN 


Se eee 


Foo and Dr. Wang Gum Sing Have 
Opened a Drug Store in Atlanta 
and Will Remain Here. 


Wong Chin Foo, 
most intelligent Chinamen in this country, 
for many years an interpreter and news- 
paper man, has taken up his residence in 
Atlanta. He came here from New York 
about two weeks ago and will probably 
reside in this city for some time. 

Wong Chin Foo is one of the few China- 
men in the United States having a na- 
tional reputation. He has been before 
the public for several years in one Ca- 
pacity and another, being known in the 
north as one of the most expert inter- 
preters in the country. He was for 
several years a newspaper man in New 
York and has written many valuable ar- 
ticles for some of the leading publications 
of the country. 

Foo came to America many years ago. 
Since his residence in ‘this country he 
has become prominent by his great work 
for the betterment of the condition of his 
people and bw them he is cOnsidered one of 
their strongest aids. For the most part 
he has been a citizen of New York and 
by reason of his splendid education gained 
a substantial standing in that city. He 
was for several years a writer on The 
New York World and later on The Sun. 
He wrote many articles for newspaper 
syndicates and attained considerable fame 
by his interesting portrayal of the condi- 
tion of his people in China. 

During the last three years Foo has 
been a court interpreter. By reason of 
his knowledge of the country and its cus- 
toms, and his thorough knowledge of his 
peopie and their country, he has been in 
demand as an interpreter in different parts 
of the country where Chinese cases have 
been in the courts. He was for some 
time a government interpreter at New York 
and also at San Francisco. Several years 
ago he devoted himself almost entirely to 
newspaper and magazine work, but finding 
that ne could do better in other fields he 
left the profession. 

Wong Chin Foo came to Atlanta to enter 
the drug business with Dr. Wang Gum 
Sing, one of the best Known Chinese phy- 
sicians in the country, according to the 
local Chinamen, Dr. Sing has been a 
resident or Atlanta several months and

recently interested Wong Chin Foo in his 
project. The latter came.to Atlanta to 
take charge of the doctor’s business and 
the two propose to introduce to the peo- 
ple of the city a new mode of treatment 
for diseases of all kinds. The Chinamen 
have imported a large quantity of drugs, 
herbs and other stuff from China and have 
opened a drug store and sanitarium at 43 
West Mitchell street. They have fitted 
up a place for the manufacture of their 
medicine and claim that they already have 
a good start in the business. 

Wong Chin Foo is not an expert in 
medicine, but he claims to have a wide 
acquaintance with it. He proposes to 
manage the business while Dr. Sing at- 
tends to the patients. Dr. Sing is an in- 
telligent looking Chinaman put not so flu- 
ent a speaker as Foo. Tie is said to be 
famed for his knowledge of herb medicine, 
the product of China. He treats his pa- 
tients on the principle that nature has 
provided a remedy for every ill in an herb, 
root or flower o. some kind, and recognizes 
no other kind of medicine. He has no 
specialty, but claims to be able to cure 
diseases of all kinds. 

Foo and Dr. Sing propose to make a de- 
parture from the usual custom of Chinese 
medicine men. They propose to introduce 
their custom of treatment and medicine to 
Americans. Heretofore the practice of 
Chinese doctors has, for the most part, 
been devoted to Chinese in this country, 
but Foo says that he intends to bring the 
worth of Dr. Sing’s remedies to the at- 
tention of Christian people. 

Wong Chin Foo acted as interpreter dur- 
ing the trial of two of his countrymen in 
the police court this week, charged with 
running ‘an opium den, and he will doubt- 
less act as interpreter in the Chinese case 
to come up in the United States court in 
a few days.

THEIR SECOND SESSION WILL BE HELD TODAY

The American Institute of Mining En- 
gineers began its sixty-ninth session last 
aight at Concordia hall.

Certainiy it 
embraces in its membership the most 
eminent scientists of all the nations which 
have attained any distinction in the naturai 
sciences. The ccnvention is distinctively 
representative. There were about a hun- 
dred members present last night at the ini- 
tial session and half as many ladies 
most of whom are visitors interested ™ 
the deliberations, Many representatives 
from the west and north and south wilt 
reach here today to participate in the de- 
liberations of the body. . 

The session last night was marked by 
the cordial manner in which the ‘body was 
received by Atlanta and her représenta- 
tive citizens. On account of the confusion 
incident to two Concordia halls the session 
was not opened until about 9 o'clock. 

Mr. W. S§8. Yeates, state geologist of 
) Georgia and chairman of the local coni- 
mittee, called the body to order and in be- 
half of the committee welcomed the in- 
Stitute to Atlanta in its autumn session, 

“We have a body,” he said, ‘‘whose 
business it is to study the development of 
the mineral and geological resources not 
only of the south and north but the entire 
country, It gives us great pleasure to have 
S50 distinguished a body meet with us. It 
is your first meeting here and the citizens 
are glad of an opportunity to extend you 
wesc! the courtesies in their power. 

I thhad hoped to have our governor to 
welcome you.

He said: “It is with embarrassment yet 
profound pleasure I respond to the call 
made upon me. I am not surprised at the 
absent of the potentates; like me, possibly 
they are abashed in this presence. When I 
speak of engineers I think of a multitude 
of them—as men of spades, picks, drills and 
dynamite, by which you dip deep down to 
reveal to men nature. I think of figures 
and their wide domain in mathemacics. 
Then there looms up. to me the dream of 
my boyhood as I stood aghast before those 
men who do and say ,and work out 
such grand results. Long ago came to me a 
conviction of possibly a higher calling and 
broader application of wisdom in the tle- 
ment of teacher—nét oa techdical teacher 
or professor, but that element that enters 
into every vocation.

“While we all regret the opportunity 
of seeing and hearing your governor and 
mayor and chief of the exposition, I as- 
sure you we are more than glad to have 
what you have given us. We have not 
lost anything. We appreciate a welcome 
from one who is not only an educator, 
but a teacher—one who leads men out 
into the paths of religion and learning. If 
the exposition is greater then the state 
and city and their chief ‘officers, it must 
be a big thing. I had heard of Atlanta 
vears ago—how it was fire-sweéept, stormed 
by war—blotted out. Then of its resur- 
rection and great progress. It is now 
the greatest city in the south—strong, 
plucky and energetic—not susceptible to 
fire nor war. Her rapid rise to greatness 
without the natural resources of iron and 
the like has been marvelous. It takes 
men of pluck and nerve and energy to 
build such a city. If this exposition had 
been put down by other cities it would not 
be what it is. The pluck, energy, push 
and industry of Atlanta’s men are greater 
than the exposition or the city. 

“We assure you we are delighted to be 
welcomed by such men. It stirs our 
hearts, our energies. We thank you for 
your kind courtesies.” 

President Weeks then assumed the chair 
and proceeded to read his annual address 
on “Some Fuel Problems.” It was a 
magnificent address, teaming with splendide 
points and lessons in sefence, and studded 
with many happy observations to break 
the monotony of sameness. It was en- 
thusiastically received.

The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, October 8.—The Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin, in its 
weekly review of the dry goods market, 
says: 

“The market for staple cottons during 
the past week, although still showing aan 
upward tendency, can hardly be said to 
have established a higher top limit for 
prices, outside of exceptional instances in 
colored goods, than existed at the date of 
last review, as the great majority of tlic 
advances reported since then have been 
of a leveling up character. Top limits ap- 
pear to be in fact somewhat above wuycrs’ 
ideas at the moment, as they have veen 
reached chiefly under the influence of raw 
material, and the indisposition of sellers 
to accept business to any extent under 
prevailing uncertainty regarding the course 
of the market for cotton. The scarcity of 
available supplies and the difficulty of 
buving for future delivery are still promi- 
nent features on the side of the sellers, 
whilst the very moderate general demand 
for staple cottons is also noticeable. In 
printed fabrics the market is firm, al- 
though business is nct brisk, and under 
the influence of print cloths, calicoes have 
a pretty well defined upward tendency, 
with occasional advances reperted. Staple 
girghams have ruled strong and occasion- 
ally dearer, but dress styles for fall haye 
again shown a full market. The situation 
in woolens in worsteds has undergone no 
material change during the week, either 
in men’s wear or qgiess goods. The jobbing 
trade here and elsewhere has been mod- 
erate, although improving on recent exne- 
riences. Collections ere generally  satios- 
factory.”’

Constitution yester- 
day, “and the exhibit in the building that 
Stands to the name of my state will cer- 
tainly be one of the most interesting at the 
great fair.”’ 

Mr. Thompson, who has worked with un- 
tiring energy in the cause of the Alabama 
exhibit, left last night for his home in 
Birmingham, but will return Thursday to 
take up the detail work of finishing the 
programme for Alabama day at the fair. 

This programme will be augmented by 
the work of the Alabama Society of this 
city, the members of which aave with 
commendable state loyalty determined to 
arrange a programme to round off the 
regular programme shaped by the men 
from Alabama in charge of the Alabama 
state feature. 

From the very beginning the people of 
Alabama have taken an active part in the 
working out of the success of the exposi- 
tion. There was a meeting of the Commer- 
cial Association of the state called at the 
instance of the Commercial Club, of Birm- 
ingham, for the purpose of taking up the 
proposition of having an’ exhibit at the 
fair.

NOW THE FARMERS’ CONGRESS 


NATIONAL CONGRESS OF FARM- 
ERS MEET HERE TOMORROW. 
Many Distinguished Delegates To Be 
Here in Attendance~Will Last 
Several Days. 


Following upon the heels of the Irriga- 
tion congress is the fifteenth annual meet- 
ing of the Farmers’ National congress, 
which meets here tomorrow. 

The proceedings of this congress will be 
of great interest. The full programme of 
the convention was published in Sunday’s 
Constitution. 

The officers of the congress are: Presi- 
dent, B. F. Clayton; vice president, G. M. 
Ryals; secretary, John M. Stahl, Chicago. 

The congress is composed of delegates 
eppointed by the governors of the various 
States and territories. each state being 
entitled to as many delegates as it has 
congressmen and United States senators. 

At the last annual meeting thirty -olx 
states were represented by delegates and 
the attendance ranged from 1.500 to <.w0v. 
The president of the National Editorial 
Association said of this assemblage that 
“it has been characterized by strong sense 
and the abserce of charlatans and fellows 
with wheels in their heads. lt was a much 
abler congress than the one that recently 
adjourned at Washington.” 

The South and Central American govern- 
ments, Mexico, and the British Americau 
provinces have been invited to send dele- 
gates to the Atlanta meeting, anu more 
than was anticipated have accepted. The 
secretary of the congress has just received 
disratches that delegates will be in at- 
tendance from British Columbia and Prince 
Edward island—provinces so far away 
that it was hardly expected that they 
would have delegates : present. 

A rich programme is being prepared for 
the meeting. As some of the South Ameri- 
can governments have been slow in ap- 
pointing delegates, the part of the pro- 
gramme assigned to delegates from other 
American countries and the British prov- 
inces is incomplete, for no one is put on 
the programme till the executive commit- 
tee has his assurance that only providen- 
tial intervention will prevent his attend- 
ance. Senor Romero, the Mexican minis- 
ter, will have a paper on ‘‘Pan-American 
Agriculture,’ and writes that he will be 
present if possible. If he cannot be pres- 
ent his pape will be read by some other 
Mexican delegate. Baron Beno Reinhardt 
Freiherr von Hermann, agricultural  at- 
tache of the imperial German embassy, 
will deliver an address on ‘‘The Interna- 
tional Character of Modern Agriculture,” 
the discussion of which will be opened by 
the Hon. William Freeman, of Maine. 


A YOUNG MAN HONORED. 


Dr. Elzie B. Thomas Given an Im- 
portant Place in Kentucky. 

Dr. Elzie B. Thomas has been elected 
professor of physical culture and director 
of the gymnasium of the Kentucky uni- 
versity, at Lexington, Ky., and has en- 
tered upon the discharge of the duties of 
that position. 

Dr. Thomas is a son of the venerable 
Dr. A. G. Thomas, of Atlanta, and, as a 
Christian gentleman, has an enviable rep- 
utation. 

He is a graduate of the Georgia College 
of Eclectic Medicine and Surgery, having 
received the degree of doctor of medicine 
about the ist of last March, carrying off 
the honors of that institution out of a 
class of thirty-five. 7
